Since the death of Vice Preaiden 


Headrioks. there has been much talk on 
Ihefstibjeot of presidential nuecession in 
CMB President Cleveland nbould die and 
the opinion has gone forth in all direc- 
tions that in that event the president pro 
tern, of the senate would become presi- 
dent of the United States, on the alleged 
theory that that officer when the vioe 
presidont dies, succeeds to all the nghta 
snd pnvilegei of. that office. 
This was 


generally held to be the case in 1868 
when Blnff Ben "Wade was president pr° 
iem. 
of

President Johnson was impeached by 
the house 
of 
representatives, 
Had 


the jenato, 
then 
sitting

high court ot impeachment, convicted 
him by a two-third vote, it was the pre- 
railinp; impression that Wade would 
inccesd to the presidency, 


A prominent lawyer in tho east, who is 


widely known a close student and a re- 
liable authority on constitutional ques- 
tions, has prepared an opinion on tho 
inbjeot which is well worth studying, 
tn substance the opinion is this: "There 
is no such thinR aa an absolute sooces- 
non to the'presiclenoy by any one but the 
'•noo president. 
No man osn lawfully 


g-ucceed to that office except one ohoHsn 
according to the constitution, by electors 
appointed for the purpose bv the several 


.. states, or by the representatives ot the 


states in congress in case the electors fail. 
The vice president IB elected at tho same 
time with the president and for the same 
term, solely as a provision against emer- 
gency. He has no functions while the 
president lives and he in therefore made 
the presiding officer of tbe senate, in 
order to RIVO him employment; but that 
is not the purpose of his election and he 
would still be vice president it ho had 
nothing at all to do. In other words, 
while tho vice president takes tbe chair 
of the senate the chairman of tho senate 
does not become vioe president. 


"The diitmotion is important. If the 


president;ahonld die or bo disabled, the 
vies president would assume his place 
and become president for tho remainder 
of the term. Nobody else can do so. 
That is the "succession" provided by 
the constitution. It provides for no 
other, and too no other than one method 
of electing a president or a vioe presi- 
ient. The latter office la iu no way es- 
sential to the operations oC I be govern- 
ment, and when it becomes vacaut it re- 
mums so until another election. Tli e 
situation ou tho deatn of tho vice presi- 
dent io proonely tbo same a-i when the 
president has died and the dntion of the 
office have devolved on the vice president 
That ia to say, there is no vioe president 
during tne remainder •>£ that term 


"That both the president and his con- 


ititntional alternate should 
die or 


.be incapaoicted during the term for 
which they were elected were so improb- 
able—as a matter of fact it ha" never yot 
occurred—as not ta require a second 
vioe president. 
It that should happen, 


the only thing to do is to proceed as soon 
as possible to a new election. 
But the 


possibility of snob, un occurrence ia not 
overlooted in the constitution. 
'And 


tho congress may, by law, provide for the 
o&se of removal, death, resignation or 
inability both of the president and vice 
presidont, declaring what officer shall 
then aot as president, and such officer 
shall aot accordingly until the dieabiht> 
be removed or a president shall be se- 
lected.' Congress 13 not empowered to 
fill the vacancy. It simply may designate 
an officer to act as president until the 
vacancy > an be filled in tho cDnstitutional 
way. 


It is plain that conRrcBB might desig- 


nate any officer it chose (or this purpose. 
What actually was done in tho net ot 
1792 was to provide that in case of death 
or disability fjf both the preaident and 
vioo presideat.tho secretary of state shall 
forthwith cause a notification of the fact 
to be made to the t-xocuhve of every 
state, specifying that electors ot a presi- 
dent and vioe president are to be appoit- 
ed. There are certain conditions as to 
time affecting this special election, and 
it is provided that 
maanwhile "tbe 


president of the senate, or, if there is 
none, then the speaker of the boaso of 
representatives, for the timo being, shall 
act as president until the disability is 
removed or a presideut is elected." 


"Neither of these officers can "succeed" 


to the presidency in the sense m which 
the vice president may succeed. And 
the period dnriug which the designated 
otfiuer^msy "aot as presideut" depends 
upon the dite at which the vacancy may 
occur. The titra election is subject to 
the same laws and conditions that apply 
to the regular qnadronnial election. 
JL'h 


presidential electors meet in their several 
states on tho first Wednesday of Decem-> 
bei and it is necessary that two months' 
notice shall be given to tho states. Thu.8 
it a vacancy should occur at any time 
between this and next October we should 
mmply go throui;h the usual form of a 
presidential election next year and the 
president of the senate might have any- 
where from five to fifteen moatLs to aol 


us president. In any cat o, however, he 
would be only locum teucns, and it is 
unlikely th»t even s, stalwart partisan 
would venture to make any revolutionary 
changes pending an election," 
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that is not Ji credit to him and an honor 
to those he represents. This is the man. 
ner of a man Senator John A. Logan has 
been ever since he beo»me conspicuous 
in military and politics. 


The republican senators appreciate the 


manly man General Logan is, and at the 
republican caucus on Friday unani 
mously tendered him the office of presi- 
dent 
of 
the 
senate. The office, 


one of dignity and responsibility, it 
is 
(oue 
of 
these 
offices 
that 


honors the man who ia fortunate enough 
to hold it, and one that bnt few men 
would decline if tendered them on a 
"golden platter" as it^waa tendered to 
Logan. But the time haa never been in 
General Logan's political career when he 
lacked wisdom or a strong mind. Ho 
appreciated the fact 
that 
he 
could 


do greater service for tho country on the 
floor of the senate, and therefore declined 
the nomination. In stating his reasons 
wby ho could not accept the honor ho 
modestly said: '-If I thoughi I could 
better serve my constituents and my 
country by accepting this position, I 
would most unhesitatingly do so, and 
perform the duties to the beat of my 
ability. I do not so think, and am euro 
that I can by work neoassary to be per- 
lormod in committees and otherwise, do 
more that may bo useful by remaining in 
my present position, In/act, Mr. Chair- 
man, the position is not to my taste, and 
unless I thought that I could perform 
the duties in a more satisfactory manner 
,han other senators, which I do not, I 
can not see a necessity for me to occupy 
theohairin preference to any of my 
brother senators." 


This 
may be regarded a brilliant 


itroke on the part ol General Logan, but 
bat the course was taken from a con- 
scientiousness 
of duty. 
The senate 


will no doubt ohooge Mr. Edmui.de, as 
ho is better fitted for the chair than for 
active wort on committees or on the 
door oC the senate.
